DUBAI (AFP} — The Palestine Na- 
tional Council (PNC) is to meet in 
Algiers October 5 to 7. a senior 
PLO official told the daily A/-Bayan 
in a report published here 
yesterday. 

The meeting may provide the oc- 
casion for the proclamation of a Pal- 
estinian state and a government-in- 
exile, Palestinian sources in Tunis 
said recently. 

The date was set following talks in 
Tunis last week by top Palestinian 
officials, the paper said, quoting 
Abdel Rahim Ahmad, a PLO 
official. 

The PNC was to have convened in 
September but the meeting was 
postponed for further inter-Arab, 
inter-Palestinian and international 
consultations. analysts said. 

But Farouk Kaddoumi, PLO for- 
eign affairs spokesman, said that de- 
bate continued among PLO factions 
on what new political steps should 
be taken. 

Meanwhile in Geneva, thirty {s- 
raeli left wing activists met PLO of- 
ficial Khaled al-Hassan on Friday 
and heard him say his organization 
would be ready for direct talks with 
Israel — if Israel would agree to the 
establishment of a Palestinian state.

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Premier to make demand at cabinet today 


Shamir wants shooting 
of stoners authorised

Prime Minister Shamir will 
demand at today's cabinet meet- 
ing that the security forces adopt 
a new policy of ὁ ening fire at 
Palestinian stone-throwers in the 
territories, sources ‘close to the 
premier said over the weekend. 

Shamir is expected to argue that 
open-fire orders in the territories 
should be amended to allow shoot- 
ing at rock-throwers, just as soldiers 
are now under orders to open fire 
immediately at persons hurling pet- 
rol bombs. Shamir believes rack- 
throwing has become a dominant 
tactic of Palestinians in the territo- 
ties and should be met with a tough 
response. 

Ata meeeting fast week with a 
Hebron settler, Shamir said he sup- 
ports changing the orders to allow 
civilians and soldiers to fire at rock- 
throwers. Rocks should be consid- 
ered lethal weapons like petrol 
bombs, the premier reportedly said. 
Shamir met with the settler, Mish- 
a‘el Cohen, after Cohen had had his 
gun confiscated and appealed to the 
premier to intervene. 

Shamir intends to raise his pro- 
posal in the cabinet following re- 
ports by Defence Minister Rabin 
and Police Minister Barley on the 
security situation in the territories. 


According to Yossi Ahimeir. a 
spokesman for Shamir, officials in 
the defence establishment are lean- 
ing toward acceptance of the pre- 
mier's proposal. 

However OC Central Command 
Amram Mitzna said last week that 
there was no need to change open- 
fire orders in the territories. He said 
there were frequent discussions 
within the defence establishment on 
the issue. 

Mitzna on Friday warned settler 
leaders to observe the regulations in 
order to prevent tragic mishaps like 
last week's accidental shooting of 
two soldiers by a settler, after 3 pet- 
rol-bomb attack on the settler's car. 
The meeting was called to clarify 
open-fire orders, following Mitzna’s 
statements that the sertler was not in 
a life-threatening situation and was 
not justified in opening fire. They 
also discussed tighter co-ordination 
between the [DF and settlers in or- 
der to prevent similar mishaps. 

Settlers have charged that regula- 
tions permitting them to fire at pet- 
rol-bomb throwers do not make suf- 
ficiently clear whether they are 
allowed only to respond to an attack 
in progress or to react Jater and give 
chase, as soldiers are ordered to do. 

Mitzna clarified that civilians 
could use their guns only to escape 
an immediate threat to their life. 


while soldiers could attack ur try to 
catch their assailants. 

The settler leaders urged a change 
in regulations which would allaw 
shooting in response ta stone-thraw- 
ing. and they demanded « stop 
to IDF criticism ot settlers in the 
wake of last week's incident. 

Four reserve soldiers from one 
battalion were jailed over the week- 
end for refusing to serve in the terri- 
tories, bringing to 37 the tora! num- 
ber of soldiers who have refused 
such service since the start of the 
uprising. Currently there are six sol- 
diers in prison for refusing to serve 
in the territories.

Peres rules out another national unity

Olympics ever has passed, but the 
door could be left open until the 
Games" fast day for North Korea.

SANTIAGO (Reuter) -- President 
Augusto Pinochet, facing a presi- 
dential plebiscite in five weeks’ 
time. has ended one of the most 
controversial aspects of his 15-year 
rule -- the exiling of opponents. 

The 72-year-old general said on 
Thursday that ali political exiles, in- 
cluding leaders of the Marxist gov- 
ernment which he toppled in a 
bloody coup in September 1973, 
were free to come home. “All the 
prohibitions have been lifted, all of 
them,” said Pinochet, who on Tues- 
day was nominated by military 
chiefs as sole candidate for the pleb- 
iscite. 

Within hours, a daughter of for- 
mer president Salvador Allende, 
who died in the coup, became the 
first of the estimated 430 exiles to 
return. 

“They have been 15 difficult years 
ἐὸν I feel enormous emotion which is 
difficult to control,” said Isabelle 
Allende, 42, back in Santiago for 
the first time since she and her fam- 
ily were put aboard the presidential 
plane and flown to Mexico shortly 
after the 1973 coup. 

Some 10,000 Chileans were offi- 
cially expelled from the country af- 
ter the military took power, but they 


have been allowed to return in in- 
creasing numbers since 1984. 

Deputy Interior Minister Alberto 
Cardemil said 430 people were af- 
fected by the decision, 177 of whom 
were leftist guerrillas who had had 
jail sentences commuted to exile. 

“It is an important step towards 
reconciliation in the country,” said 
Roman Catholic bishop Sergio Va- 
lech, head of the church’s human 
Tights organisation. The organiza- 
tion puts the total number of politi- 
cal exiles at 504. 

Pinochet’s opponents said the 
timing of the move had been dictat- 
ed by electoral motives. 

“If they can do it now, they could 
have done it before,” said former 
Christian Democratic justice minis- 
ter Jaime Castillo, president of the 
Chilean human rights commission. 

Chileans will be called to the polls 
on October 5 to say “yes™ or “no” to 
a further eight-year term for Pino- 
chet, starting in March 1989. 

Even if he loses, Pinochet, who 
has ruled for longer than any leader 
since Chile gained independence in 
1818, will remain in office for anoth- 
er year before calling a multi-candi- 
date poll to coincide with elections 
for congress. . 


‘Israeli agent took satoaraph 
of Hizbullah doctor-jailer’

LONDON “-- Amid growing reports 
of the imminent release of British 
hostages held in Beirut, a British 
paper today published a photo- 
graph, said to have been taken by an 
Israeli secret agent, of the Hizbullah 
doctor looking after the captives. 

According to the Sunday Express, 
“an Israeli secret agent risked his 
life" to take the photograph of 37- 
year-old Doctor Ibrahim Al-Nahir, 
the Lranian-bor Shi'ite leader look- 
ing after the hostages. 

Quoting Israeli intelligence 
sources, the paper said that Al-Na- 
hir has guaranteed that church en- 
voy Terry Waite and fellow British 
hostages John McCarthy and Brian 


Keenan will be “in reasonable 
health” when they are freed. 

Various press reports in Britain at 
the weekend suggested that McCar~ 
thy might be the first to be freed, in 
the very near future. 

Al Nahir is reportedly suspected 
of being the physician who supplied 
drugs used in the torture and killing 
four years ago of the CLA’s Beirut 
station chief William Buckley. 
American security chiefs are said to 
be determined to track him down. 

Al Nahir, a devoted follower of 
Sheik Fadiallah, the spiritual leader 
of Hizbullah, is said by Israeli 
sources to have been present at the 
May 1982 meeting in Beirut when

Banks asked 
to write off 
part of 
nation debts 


GENEVA (AP) -- A UN report on 
Friday urged commercial lenders to 
write off 30 per cent of their loans to 
15 heavily indebted countries to 
help revive economic growth and 
ease a seven-year-old debt crisis. 

“The international strategy for 
dealing with the debt problem of 
developing countries is not working, 
and it’s not going to work unless 
significantly modified,” Roger Law- 
rence, a director of the UN Confer- 
ence on Trade and Development, 
said at a news conference held to 
present the agency's annual eco- 
nomic survey. 

The danger of indebted countries® 
defaulting on loans has risen as their 
debt certificates sell at up to 55 per 
cent discounts in financial markets, 
it said. 

Debt plans have successfully re- 
duced the exposure of banks and 
helped prevent major disruption of 
financial markets, the survey said. 

But apart from the reluctance of 
banks to grant new loans, factors 
working against a quick solution in- 
clude rising interest rates and little 
hope of higher global commodity 
prices, it said. 

Lawrence said that compared to 
1982, the debt-to-exports ratio of 
Third World countries has risen, as 
has the ratio of debt to total eco- 
nomic output and of interest pay- 
ments to exports. Arrears are grow- 
ing in many countries. 

“These are indicators of failure.” 
Lawrence said. 

Per capita output in the 15 highly 
indebted middle-income countries is 
4 per cent lower than in 1980 and per 
capita investment is down 40 per 
cent, he said. 


Rebels launch 
rockets at 
Kabul airport 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) - 
Moslem rebels launched rockets 
into Kabul Airport and Afghan 
fighters planes struck deep into Pa- 
kastani territory Thursday in one of 
the most violent days of the 10-year- 
old Afghan civi) war. 

Less than half an hour after the 
airport attack began, a fire at the 
airport was out of contro) and for- 
eigners were ordered to evacuate 
the facility, according to one West- 
ern embassy in Pakistan. 

Diplomatic dispatches from the 
Afghan capital said the rockets 
started hitting Thursday afternoon 
at Kabul Airport and “significant 
parts of the city.” 

Official Radio Kabul said four 
people, including children, were 
killed and nine otbers were 
wounded. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
put the number of dead at nine. 

In Moscow, Soviet television's 
main evening news programme 
showed images shot just after the 
airport attack. the camera panned 
over a smouldering helicopter and 
flames surrounding other aircraft 
were visible in the distance. 

At the end of last week Pakistani 
authorities said seven Afghan war- 
planes bombed villages near the 
frontier city of Peshawar, killing one 
person and wounding seven in the 
deepest strike into Pakistani territo- 
ry since Afghan insurgents began 
fighting communist Afghan forces in 
1978.

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Camp David revisited 


TT IS ten years this week that the leaders of 


Israel, Egypt and the U.S. convened for near- " 


ly two weeks at the American presidential 
retreat at Camp David for an unprecedented, 
historic conference to create a “framework of 
peace in the Middle East.” This unique gath- 
ering of the top leadership of Israel and Egypt 
with the mediating host, former U.S. presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, represented a final at- 
tempt to save the deadlocked peace efforts 
which had failed during ten months to bridge 
the gap between Israel] and Egypt, despite the 
late president Anwar Sadat’s historic visit to 
Jerusalem of November 1977. 

At the core of the disagreement between 
Israel and Egypt was former prime minister 
Menachem Begin’s persistent refusal to make 
a Significant gesture towards the Palestinians 
and to recognize their legitimate rights so as to 
disprove the notion that Sadat had embarked 
on a separate peace with Israel. This refusal 
had seriously marred the direct negotiations 
“between Israel's and Egypt's top leaders in 
Ismailia in December 1977 that took place 
without any American presence and necessi- 
tated a major U.S. mediating role from then 
onwards, 

In fact, earlier that year, in the spring of 
1978, the Egyptian leader was still prepared to 
accept a significant compromise that would’ 
have allowed an important Israeli presence in 
Sinai following Israel's withdrawal in retum 
for an Israeli declaration regarding Palestin- 
jan rights. Such a major Egyptian concession 
would have allowed Israel’s continued use of 
the Etzyon air force base near Eilat on a lend- 
and-lease basis, while the Israeli settlers in 
Yamit and in the surrounding settlements 
could have remained in their homes with spe- 
cial autonomous arrangements under Egyp- 
tian sovereignty. 

By the time Mr. Begin was prepared to sign 
such a declaration at Camp David it was too 
late for any Egyptian compromise gestures 
and Israel was forced to accept total with- 
drawal from Sinai, including the two air force 
bases it had built there, and the total evacua- 
tion of the Yamit area settlements. Neverthe- 
less, the first clause of the West Bank and 
Gaza chapter of the Camp David accords, 
which precedes the chapter dealing with the 
principles and modalities of a peace agree- 
ment between and Israel, states:

The basic premise of the Camp David ac- 
cords was that the signatories would accept 
and carry out “all the provisions and princi- 
ples of Resolutions 242 and 338 in all their 
parts,”” meaning withdrawal to secure and rec- 
ognized borders also in the West Bank and 

8ΖΆ. 

It was also agreed that the much talked 
about autonomy would provide “full autono- 
my” to the inhabitants of the West Bank and 
Gaza which would be for a transitional period 
of five years starting with the establishment of 
a self-governing authority (administrative 
council). Furthermore, “85 soon as possible, 
but not later than the third year after the 
beginning of the transitional period, negotia- 
tions will take place to determine the final 
status of the West Bank and Gaza and its 
relationship with its neighbours, and to con- 
clude a peace treaty between Israel and Jor- 
dan by the end of the transitional period.” 

It was also agreed that the “Israeli military 
government and its civilian administration will 
be withdrawn as soon as the self-governing 
authority has been freely elected by the inhab- 
itants of these areas to replace the existing 
military government.” Moreover, ‘a with- 
drawal of Israeli armed forces will take place 
and there will be a redeployment of the re- 
maining Israeli forces into specified security 
locations.”” 

Also, to assist the security of Israel and its 
neighbours during the transitional period and 
beyond, “a strong local police force will be 
constituted by the self-governing authority. It 
will be composed of inhabitants of the West 
Bank and Gaza. The police will maintain con- 
tinuing liaison on internal security matters 
with the designated Israeli, Jordanian and 
Egyptian officers.” 

Refreshing phrases, indeed, at a time when 
the intifada is soon to enter its tenth month. 
One does not need a great deal of imagination 
to picture how far the cause of the Palestinians 
could have progressed by now had they not 
rejected outright the Camp David accords and 
the autonomy scheme and had King Hussein 
assumed a far more pragmatic role at the 
time.

IT’S RARE TO see brains and 
brawn combined. Sometimes we 
long to believe that we have am- 
ple supplies of both. But the 
combination is rare and, as the 
case of Herzl Avitan shows, 
those whose brawn overcomes 
their brain often end up too 
Clever for their own good. 

Absolutely uninhibited about 
using violence to get what he 
wants ~ his first major crime 
was an armed robbery that end- 
ed with him tossing exploding 

handgrenades out of the win- 
dow of the getaway car — Avitan 
was also clever enough to figure 
out how ¢o escape not only from 
Jail but from the country. 

Of course, he never was clev- 
er enough to stay clear of the 
law. He's spent 13 years, more 
than a third of his 36-year sen- 
tence, behind bars.

Dollar weakens 


NEW YORK (Reuter) -- A rise in 
August unemployment caused 
Strong rallies in stocks and bonds 
Friday, but the dollar fell on the 
Signs that the economy was losing 
steam and interest rates would not 
keep rising. 

Wall Street's rise was matched by 
powerful gains in London and, on 
Saturday, in Tokyo. London's 
FTSE 100 Index finished at 1746.9, 
up 13.5 points, on low volume. The 
late afterncon rally, however, was 
mitiggated by concems by another 
hike in the UK base rate, currently 
12%. Ln Tokyo the Nikkei Average, 
bolstered y bargain-hunting, ad- 
vanced 371.74 points, or 1.4%, to 
27,488.25. The index had dained 
182.24 points Friday. 

The dollar ended sharply lower, 
after the initial sell-off prompted by 
the jobs data, was as chart-related 
sales pushed the currency through a 
previpous support level. It endeded 
some two pfennings lower against 
the Deutschmark at 1.8525. 


The U.S. unemployment rate 
rose to 5.6% from 5.4% in July. The 
Increase soothed concern that the 
Federal Reserve would raise inter- 
est rates in the near term. 

The Dow Jones industrial Aver- 
age rose 52.28 points to 2054.59 in 
the biggest gain since May 31 when 
the blue chip index rose 75 points. 
For the week. the Dow rose 37.16 
points. A breach of the 50-point 
mark automatically led the New 
York Stock Exchange to halt the use 
of its computer system for. program- 
trading for the day, but it failed to 
tarnish the market's enthusiasm. 

The key 30-year Treasury bond 
shot up 2 1/2 points to close at 100 
21/32. The gain was equal to a $25 
tise on a bond with a face value of 
$1,000. The yield on the long bond 
closed at 9.06%, a sharp fall from 
Thursday's 9.31% level and the larg- 
est move since January 14. 

“You couldn't ask for a better day 
for the markets,” said analyst Cari 
Steen of Drexel Burnham Lambert. 


Analysts said the rise of 219.000 
in non-farm payrolls. a little under 
the expected 225.000 increase, plus 
the downward revision in July's fig- 
ure to 200,000 from 283,000 relieved 
investors’ worries about a further 
Fed tightening of credit. 

Since March the Fed had been 
nudging cates higher, and August 9 
it raised the discount rate to 6.5% 
from 6% in an effort to restrain 
inflation. 

“The whole gamut of recent eco- 
nomic reports is that the economy is 
growing at an average and comfort- 
able rate.” said James Andrews, 
head of institutional equity trading 
at Janney Montgomery Scott. 

The bond advance was also 
spurred on in the early afternoon by 
a rumour that Tuesday's national 
purchasing management report will 
also show a slowdown in the pace of 
economic . which reinforced 
perceptions that the Fed will not 
tighten credit soon.

The opening positions of the vari- 
οἷα ownership groups was very var- 
ted. 

Eli Cohen, representing the Re- 
canati family that owns Discount, 
was the only one to urge a speedy 
conclusion to the negotiations. IDB 
has already begun separate talks 
with the Treasury, and would in fact 
have preferred to close a dea} allow- 
ing the family to buy back control 
some time ago. But the Treasury has 
been deliberately playing the Re- 
canatis along. because it wants to 
reach a general agreement on equal 
voting rights for all the banks 
together. 


Hevrat Ha'ovdim Chairman Dan- 
ay Rosolio noted that to achieve the 
Treasury's stated target of minimiz- 
ing the loss to taxpayers caused by 
the redemption, it was not necces- 
sary to equalize voting rights. How- 
ever, he added, he did not rule this 
out. 

This represents a moderation in 
Histadrut policy, since Secretary- 


General Yisrael Kessar has spoken 
out strongly against the 
equalization. 

Bank Leumi’s large delegation 

was split internally. Akiva 
Lewinsky, chairman of OHH's 
board, complained that the govern- 
ment was bent on violating the “ar- 
rangement,” which had ruled out a 
change in voting rights.

Doubtful future for

LONDON - Commodity pacts that 
uy to prop up prices of Third World 
raw materials have hit hard times 
and market analysts say the interna- 
tional agreement governing coco2 
may be headed for the rocks. 

“Commodity agreements side the 
crest of the wave.

The International Cocoa Organi- 
zation (ICCO). straining in an over- 
supplied market to support prices 
that touched 12-year lows last week.

Fishermen may have |.-; 
poisoned waters | 
to make easy catch

Lazy, unethical fishermen are be- 
lieved to have killed thousands of 
fish with pesticides in the Kinneret 
and at the source of the Jordan Riv- 
er jast week, causing the fish scare 
reported in The Jerusalem Post on 
Friday. 

“If it was a fisherman who poured 
the puison into the Jake to make an 
easy catch, he doesn't deserve the 
name,” said Arye Tsur, secretary of 
the Fisherman's Union. 

Fishbreeders are also concerned 
with the poisoning. Even though the 
breeders bave no direct interest in 
the lake, they fear the poison could 
flow into their ponds. “The damage 
is tremendous because the poison 
kills indiscriminately, the young fish 
that must provide future catches 
along with the marketable ones,” 
said Shlomo Niego, secretary of the 
Fishbreeders Union. Like Tsur, he 
considers the law against fishing 
with poisons much too lenient. 

But veteran fisheries expert 
Menahem Ben-Yami believes that 
no macro damage was caused and 
doubts that the poisoning was delib- 
erate. He says an accidental dis- 
charge of toxin was more likely. 

Another possibility. indicated by 
the large number of dead fish, was 
death from a sudden lack of oxygen, 
which occasionally happens in the 
jake when oxygenless lower water 
pervades the 15-metre-deep upper 
layer of oxygen-rich water, where 


Former Israeli beauty queen 
acquitted of abduction 


SANTA ANA, California (AP)-A 
former Israeli beauty queen was ac- 
quitted Thursday of charges of ab- 
ducting her two children from ber 
ex-husband, a well-known surgeon 
whom she had accused of incest. 
Orly Lapin, 32, formerly Orly Ha- 
dida, bugged her ‘lawyer and cried 
after the jury verdict was announced 
in Orange County Superior Court. 
“I'm going to get my children, 'm 
going to get my children,” she said. 
In his closing arguments, the local 
district attorney told jurors that 
Orly Lapin took the children in a 
ploy to win back the affection of her 
ex-husband, Ron Lapia, a surgeon 
who has attracted attention by advo- 
cating so-called bloodless surgery. 
The couple divorced in May 1987. 
The father, 48, was awarded cus- 
tody of the children in the Santa 
Ana Superior Court divorce settle- 
ment. But the mother failed to re- 
turn them to Lapin’s home after a 
two-week visit in July 1987. She was 
arrested in California on November 
18 and charged with two felony

Besides, the fish are so sensitive 
that a small dose kills them faster 
than the poison can circulate 
through their system and permeate 
the flesh. Only the liver. brain and 
intestines were likely to be affected.

Yami. re 

Fishermen who use poisons usual- 
ly dilute them considerably. But ἢ 
consumption of fish with very high 
concentrations of pesticides will 
cause nausea and affect vision and 
the central nervous system. 

The greater danger was to the 
Kinneret’s food chain, from the fish 
down to micro organisms and algae 
which would succumb to a tiny dose. 
Ben-Yami is confident that the dam- 
age is temporary and local, howev- 
er, unless a massive amount was 
used. “The Kinneret is a living lake 
Lal can ange a lot of pollution.” 

levertheless, he said. the poisoning 
of the Jake should be ievestigeacl 
with a view to prosecution. 

The Health Ministry warns 
against buying fish from street ven- 
dors or other unreliable sources any 
time of the year, and especially now. 
Fish killed by pesticide residues do 
not taste any different, a ministry 
official said. There have as yet been 
no reports of fish eaters who have 
taken sick because of the pesticides.

LOS ANGELES (Reuter) -- Los 
Angeles prosecutors on Friday 
charged a Briton with the murders 
of a former Israeli and his family 

Harvey Rader, a 46-year-old car 
dealer, was previously arrested in 
1983 on suspicion of murdering busi- 
nessman Sol Salomon, his wife and 
two children, who had left Israel to 
live in Los Angeles. Their bodies 
have never been found. 

The county district attorney's of- 
fice did not file charges against 
Rader at the time of his first arrest, 
saying there was insufficient evi- 
dence. 

Salomon, an investor in Rader’s 
business, his wife Elaine and their 
son and daughter disappeared from 
the family’s San Fernando Valley 
home in 1982.

He has denied any 
wrongdoing and declared the medi- 
cal establishment is out to get him 
for the bloodless surgery in which, 
he claims, use of drugs and special 
surgical instruments eliminate 
bleeding. 

Jurors heard testimony in which 
each accused the other of setting fire 
to Mrs. Lapin’s home. Lapin also 
claimed his former wife once called 
him away from surgery to demand 
that he rush home with $100,000 or 
she would kill the children. 

She accused him of child molesta- 
tion, and her attorney introduced 
testimony that described Lapin as a 
drug abuser and rapist who had un- 
dergone psychatric treatment.

In an interview to Austrian Tele- 
vision this weekend, Shamir warned 
against PLO leader Yasser Arafat's 
“new image” and said Israel would

Arafat, Shamir said, is now trying 
to present the PLO as an organiza- 
tion opposed to terrorism and striv- 
ing for a political solution to the 
Middle East dispute.

A Pal- 
estinian source said the fight flared 
up over a woman and the sides used 


knives and sticks. 

Some time after al-Eish died, ἰο- 
cal dignitaries intervened and put an 
end to the feud. But while the crowd 
that had gathered was still milling 
around, IDF soldiers arrived on the 
scene, The Palestinians then ganged 
up on the soldiers and stoned them. 

The IDF spokesman said that the 
troops had gone to restore order - 
but were stoned and forced to open 
fire. Two people were shot and an- 
other 18 were injured. 

Other clashes took place at Rafah 
and at the Shatti refugee camp, 
where two teenagers were injured 
on Friday night. 

On Friday evening, residents of 
Rafah stoned soldiers and the troops 
opened fire, injuring one man, the 
army spokesman said.

The grand 
prize gets bigger the longer it goes 
unclaimed. 

No-one has won the grand prize in 
the Florida lottery since August 6, 
when 2 woman won a $26m.

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Vaccination blitz at 
Or Akiva after polio

More than one-third of Or Aki- 
va’s 5,500 residents under 40 have 
been vaccinated against polio so far, 
leaving about 500 more adults and 
3,000 kindergarten and school chil- 
dren who will receive the injections 
this week. All babies and toddlers 
were vaccinated earlier last week. 
Adults over 40 are not vaccinated 
because polio at that age is extreme- 
ly rare. 

Shulamit Gabai, the 26-year-old 
teacher who was paralyzed after be- 
ing infected with the virus last week, 
is at Hillel Yaffe Hospital in Hadera 
and remains in serious but stable 
condition. The other Or Akiva polio 
victim, 10-week-old Shaul Aba- 
dyan, showed a slight improvement 
at Haifa’s Rambam Hospital. But 
both patients are connected to respi- 
rators and cannot move their limbs. 


Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino went to the coastal town 
north of Hadera on Friday to see the 
vaccination efforts. Residents com- 
plained about the poor sanitation 


caused by open sewage, which has 
received “no attention” from the 
various authorities despite repeated 
complaints. Human discharges may 
have been the source of the patio 
infection in the town. An epidemio- 
logical study is expected to provide 
the answer this week. 

The minister said she will meet 
very soon with representatives of 
the various authorities involved in 
the sanitation problem, including 
the Interior Ministry, the local au- 
thority. the Trade and Industry Min- 
istry and the Mekorat water author- 
ity, to eliminate all health hazards. 
The Health Ministry estimates that 
the sewage problem can be solved at 
a cost of NIS—400,000. 

Blood samples will be taken from 
one of every 10 Or Akiva residents 
to determine the level of immunity 
to polio in the population. The 
speedy action by the health authori- 
ties has calmed residents, and there 
were no signs of panic as people 
queued up for injections or oral vac- 
cine at the community centre or at 
other health and education facilities 
in the town.

been Jost in the floods sweeping 40 
of the country’s 64 administrative 
districts. Bangladesh has received 
promises of $300,000 worth of rice 
from Pakistan and $25,000 in a cash 
grant from the U.S. following an 
appeal for international aid. 


Floodwaters have engulfed more 
than half of Dhaka. the Bangladeshi 
capita] of six million, forcing thou- 
sands of families to take shelter in 
makeshift camps. On the city's out- 
skirts. army and civilian volunteers 
are still struggling to repair a leaking 
embankment which threatened to 
collapse, flooding an area where 
half a million people live. 

The Dbaka weather office said 
the level of current floods was two 
metres above last year’s and could 
sti go up in the next few days. 

The government has ordered 
“open market sale“ of rice and 


wheat to contain food prices that 
soared by 40 per cent in the wake of 
the floods. ““Many shops will run out 
of supplies unless the floods start 
receding in three or four days,” one 
Dhaka grocer said. 


Fresh water supplies, power and 
telephone lines failed in many parts 
of the city, causing widespread panic 
among residents. 

Thousands of Dhaka worshippers 
gathered at mosques and held mass 
prayers for a quick recession of the 
floods. 


Four Indian air force helicopters 
and Bangladeshi aircraft have start- 
ed ferrying food and medicine to the 
countryside, but officials say the 
supplies are far short of demand. 
“Feeding millions of uprooted fam- 
ilies is almost an impossible task for 
any government. Yet we are trying 
hard to ensure them at least one 
meal a day." one official said. 


Schools reopen 
as teachers 
‘reserve right 
to strike’

TEL AVIV - The schoot veor 
opened smoothly on Friday - 24 
hours fate ~ but whether it will con.

results of negotiations between the 
teachers” unions and the gover. 
ment over a new wage package, 

The very fact that the education 
and finance ministers met with 
union leaders Thursday aight was 
sufficient to get the teachers hag, 
into the classrooms; but (Ὁ ki 
them there. “real and relevant nego. 
tiations™ are essential. according to 
Secondary School Teachers Assoc). 
ation Chairman Shoshanz Bayer, 

Bayer and Histadrut Teachers 
Union Sccretary-General Yitzhak 
Wellber believe that further strike 
action will not be necessary, by 
they reserve the right to call ther 
members uut again if negotiations 
get bogeed down, 

The two ministers stressed thar 
any agreement will have to be within 
the framework of the public sector 
wage agreement. Yitzhak Wellber 
said he accepted this, but added that 
with a little intelligence and creatiy. 
ity a solution could be found thar 
will satisfy both sides. 

Inevitably, Friday's school open. 
ing did have one or two hiccups 
when some parents refused to send 
their chifdren hecause they objected 
to the school, the principal or the 
teacher. There were also ἃ few cases 
of what Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon called “pirate schools,” — in. 
stitutions vpened by religious 
groups or parents without ἃ licence, 
Tn the past, the Ministry has pot 
taken action in such cases. but says 
this year unlicensed schools wilt be 
closed dawn. : 

On a more upbeat note, pupils at 
the Telem School -- a vocational 
high school in Givatayim “elected” 
their teachers on Friday morning. 
Members of the teaching staff intro- 
duced themselves to the pupils, who 
then filled out questionnaires stating 
their first and second preferences 
for homeroom and subject teachers. 
Other issues, such as whether to 
wear school uniforms or what time 
classes should begin, will ulso be put 
to the vote during the school year. 
This experiment in democracy has 
been going on quietly for several 
years, and school administrators say 
it has improved pupils’ motivation 
and achievement. 

A wropian view of education was 
presented in a radio interview by 
Professor Micha Chen, head of the 
School of Education at Tel Aviv 
University. At the well-equipped 
“dream school,” pupils and teachers 
would have a longer school day. 
sharing artistic and social exper- 
ences in addition to classroom in- 
struction. Pupils would do their 
“homework” during sckool time 
with help from the staff, thereby 
eliminating the gap between chil- 
dren who get help with homework 
from parents or private tutors, and 
those who cannot. Teachers’ sala- 
ties would also be higher and their 
working conditions improved, he 
said. 

On the same radio programme, 
Dov Goldberger, an adviser to the 
Ministry of Education, expressed 
concern that religious parents, who 
themselves studied in co-education- 
al Zionist religious schools, today 
demand ultra-Orthodox education 
for their children.
